“We compass them with our fin- 
agination; he compassed them in his 
personal experience, and I am not 
come here tonight to review for you 
the work of the Red Cross; I am not 
competent to do so because I have 
not had the time or the opportunity 
to follow it in detail.

“There are two duties with which 
we are face to face. The first duty 
is to win the war. And the second 
duty, that goes hand in hand with 
it, is to win it greatly and worthily, 
showing the real quality of our pow- 
er not only, but the real quality of 
our purpose and of ourselves.

ADDRESS BY MR. BLAKESLEE 


On Thursday evening last a most 
scholarly and _ instructive address 
was given in the grammar school 
auditorium by Mr. S. Earle Blakes- 
lee on “Folk Songs of Yesterday and 
Today,” to an enthusiastic audience. 
The whole performance was in the 
nature of a lecture-recital, as Mr. 
Blakeslee illustrated his talk with 
numbers by Mrs. Blakeslee and by 
himself, and also by the use of the 
Victrola, 

Sometimes we are too prone to re- 
;gard music as an art only, that we 
|lose sight of the fact that the theory 
of music, and the history of music, 
from the early stages to the free 
;harmonizations of modern times, 
should be a part of the education 
of each one of us. In his talk last 
Thursday night, Mr. Blakeslee per- 
suaded his audience to recognize | 
this truth in an interesting and forc-| 
ible manner. 

He discussed the folk song both} 
from the historical and the artistic} 
;standpoint, from the crude begin-| 
to the art songs and sympho-

In the course of development, mu- | 
sic as expressed in the folk song | 
came to serve two different pur- 
poses, the lyric and the narrative, as | 
observed by Mr. Blakeslee. The lyric 
poem was. short, vivid, emotional, 
and asked for music fitting its spe- 
cial contents, while the narrative of-| 
ten was quite unemotional and _ of! 
great length. It had and has at this | 
;time among some_ peoples, short 
tunes, good enough to stand endless 
| repetition, . 


To illustrate this latter type, Mrs. 


Blakeslee gave a few examples of! 
the genuine old native Hawaiian | 


‘music in a very characteristic style. | 
It will be well to note that this was | 
not the so-called Hawaiian music 
We hear on every hand today, but 
the genuine primitive Hawaiian mu- 
sic with much of the pronounced 
rhythm and elemental force of the 
Indian music. 

Later his talk Mr. Blakeslee 
discussed the old English, Scotch, 
and Irish folk song and ballad in a 
very lucid manner. Mrs. Blakeslee 
illustrated by singing Robin Adair, 


in 








which song dates back to the year 
1450. It was interesting to note 
that Boieldieu, the French composer, 


used this melody in one of his op- 
eras, and Beethoven in one of his 
compositions for voice, piano, and 
strings. 

Every experience of the human 
heart is portrayed in the folk song, 
from that of-love and patriotism, to 
politics and religion. As an exam- 
ple of the two last named, Mr. 


Blakeslee gave a short sketch of the 
life of the Vicar of Bray and then 
sang the song composed after the 


vicar's lively double-faced affairs in 
his political and religious life. 
Among others, a history of the 
sreat revolutionary song, the Mar- 
seillaise, was given. A pleasing lit- 
tle melody, xyOlden Slumbers,” or- | 
iginally known as “May Fair,” and 


dating back to the reign of Charles 
II in the 17th century, was beauti- 
fully sung as a duet by Mr. and 
Mrs. Blakeslee. This little gem was 
introduced in the first ballad opera 
to be composed on British soil, “The 
Beggar" opera, and also in later 
operas. 





Our own negro melodies or spir- 
ituals were discussed in their pres- 
ent and possible future relation to 
the music of America, although genu- 
ine American music, peculiar to our 
nation alone, will no doubt be born 
and developed when the great melt- 


ing pot process has been accom- 
plished. To illustrate the beautiful 
negro melodies, Mr. Blakeslee sang 


in his usual able manner the spirit- 
ual, “Deep River,” harmonized and 
arranged by H. T. Burleigh, one of 
our own American negro composers. 

The speaker closed by referring 
to and discussing the folk themes 
as used as the bases of the larger 
art compositions of the great mas-

“This is a war of nations, not of armies, There is not a man, 
woman or child in Great Britain, in Belgium, in France or in Italy 
that is not a factor in this war. [| tell you that if you should go, 
as I have gone, about those ruined districts in France and had seen 
little children, four and five years old, driving in the heards at

This basis 
of reduction gave some trepidation 
to the Allies, for fear of its failure, 
but I am happy to say that we shall 
have performed our national duty, 
the Allies will have been fed during 
this harvest year, so far as the obli- 
gation falls upon us, almost wholly 
upon a voluntary footing. Far beyond 
this, it is justifying us in our belief 
in the high idealism and willingness 
to sacrifice in the American people. |

As I‘have seen this 
war develop, and from an active par- 
ticipation in its backwash and mis- 
ery since its first day, I have seen 
growing out of the masses of people 
in every country aspirations for a 
great economic change. That change, 
broadly, as stated by extremists, will 
be that those who work with their 
hands will obtain a larger portion of 
this world’s goods, and those who 
work with their brains will obtain 
less. Those who do not work will 
probably obtain nothing. 


If we are to bring about this eco- 
nomic ehange in an orderly and 
American way, and not by convul- | 
sions during the period of recupera- | 
tion from the war, we must lay the 
foundations for it now. None of us 
wants a repetition in the United 
States of the history of the last
